Be Thou an Example 


(Meaning a pattern, a model or copy; sample, specimen.) 
, J. O. ROSIER 


Be thou an example,” 1 Tim. 4:12b. 


This was Paul’s admonition to Timo- 
thy, the young minister of God. That 
great man Paul saw the conditions in 
those days and saw the need of God’s 
people being an example so he wrote 
this young man to impress it upon his 
mind above everything else to be an ex- 
ample. 


We will notice some of the things he 
said to be an example in. First, of the be- 
lievers. No doubt, there were people in 
Paul’s day who said that they believed 
something and failed to practice it, so he 
said, “Be thou an example of the believ- 
ers.” What should a child of God be- 
lieve? The whole Bible, of course,—the 
Church of God, divine healing, tithes, 
offerings, etc. When has there ever been 
a greater letting up on divine healing? 
Many have stopped paying tithes; they 
are losing interest in the work, a care- 
less and indifferent spirit is getting hold 
of the people, yet they still claim the 
victory and maybe shout sometimes 
when the tide runs high. But listen, a 
true believer will put into practice the 
works of a believer. If a pastor can get 
a band of believers, he can win for God. 
You will always find a revival spirit 
in the church, a good Sunday School and 
the work moving along nicely in every 
department. It will be no trouble to 
find God’s power and presence in the 
services; people will get salvation and 
signs will follow according to Mark 16: 
17. Oh, if our people would shake off 
that that makes them lose their love for 
God and His cause, and pray through 
and get that spiritual awakening, how 
easy it would be to take this country for 
God! Let’s be an example of the be- 
lievers. 


Second, in word. Psa. 19:14, “Let the 
words of my mouth, and the meditation 
of my heart, be acceptable in thy sight.” 
Think of the many times that we speak 
or hear someone else use words that may 
not be acceptable in God’s sight. If we 
would be so careful as to speak only 
that that was acceptable in God’s sight 
how much better off we would _ be, 
spiritually speaking, and think how 
great God would bless us when we all 
met at service if we had said between 
services that that was pleasing to Him. 
Prov. 15:23b, “A word spoken in due 
season, how good is it!” Many times 
someone has given up and gone down 
when if they had only had someone 
speak a word in due season they might 
have taken new courage and fought to 


a finish for God and been a bright and 


shining light today. But they failed to 
get the encouragement they needed and 
where are they today? On_ the cold 
mountain of sin away from God, with- 
out hope. How we need to know when 
to use a word in due season. Prov. 25: 
11, “A word fitly spoken is like apples 
of gold in pictures of silver.” Some- 
times we can speak the right thing but 
at the wrong time or place and do un- 
told hurt. You might say, “I told the 
truth about it.” Maybe you did but it 
was not at the right time or place and 
you did more hurt than good. A word 
fitly spoken, how beautiful—like apples 
of gold in pictures of silver! Let’s be 
more careful and fitly speak our words 
and see how much more God will bless 
us for it on our way. 


Be like Isa. 50:4 says, “The Lord God 
hath given me the tongue of the learned, 
that I should know how to speak a word 
in season to him that is weary.” We can 
be a greater example to the world in 
word if we would always look to God for 
guidance before we speak. Notice Matt. 
12:36, “Every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account thereof 
in the day of judgment.” Beloved, that 
puts us in a close place, doesn’t it? 
There are many other scriptures we 
could give but will not take the space 
now. 


Third, in conversation. Eph. 5 tells 
us what to talk about and what not to 
talk about. Foolish talking and jesting, 
etc., are some things mentioned. I am 
sorry to say, but it’s true, it has got- 
ten to where our people will joke and 
tease and carry on with each other in 
a manner that you can’t tell them from 
the world, judging from their conversa- 
tion. Paul said not to let this be named 
among us as becoming saints. Especial- 
ly notice verse 19 and put it into prac- 
tice. 


Fourth, charity. As we look about us 
and see the love fading from the saints 
of God it brings this scripture to our 
minds, Matt. 24:12, ‘“‘And because 
iniquity shall abound, the love of mary 
shall wax cold.” Paul said, “Be thou an 
example in charity.” Are you going to 
be one of that “many,” or are you go- 
ing to be one of those examples? God’s 
people will have to have love before we 
will be able to convince the sinner that 
we have anything better than they have. 
It’s love they need and where will they 
find it outside of God’s people? So be 
an example in love; pray for more love. 

Fifth, in spirit. There seems to be a 
spirit existing among God’s people that 
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needs to be prayed about, I am sure. I 
fear that God is not pleased with it and 
and it hinders Him from working in 
our midst as He would like to. I feel that 
more thought is given to the financial 
side than to the spiritual. Many times we 
go to the conventions and camp meet- 
ings and hear the reports read off and 
the financial side is way above the spirit- 
ual side, We have nice churches, parson- 
ages, Sunday School rooms, and all these 
things, with maybe only a few who have 
received salvation. But the best meetings, 
in my opinion, are those where many 
receive salvation. Brother, you will have 
to show me your figures that our serv- 
ices are better now thart they used to 
be before I say Amen. 

Many pastors: want to know if they 
will be taken care of if they go to such 
and such a place. Read Matt. 28:19, 20. 
Do you remember Jesus had a mission- 
ary spirit? I feel that we should work 
for lost souls and the rest will take care 
of itself. If we would not think so 
much of the cream of the crop (the 
best paying churches) and spend more 
time on our knees, we would be better 
examples in spirit. He said, “Go into all 
the world,” not question about the fi- 
nancial side. No doubt many preachers 
ask God to help them to be more like 
Christ, but still they won’t launch out 
into new fields for fear they will fail 
to have all that they think they need. 
Some will say, “I have spent my part in 
new fields; let someone else go out, but 
give me the good sailing now,” and 
when the state overseer offers them 
some little place to build up they will 
quickly say, “No,” and maybe leave the 
state before they will evangelize or take 
a hard place. Is that Christ-like? I say, 
No, Christ went into the hard _ places. 
1 Pet. 2:21, “Christ also suffered for us, 
leaving us an example that ye should 
follow his steps.” If we follow the ex- 
ample He left for us, we will have to be 
willing to suffer some to help get this 
salvation to the people. Be an example 
in spirit. Rom. 8:9b, “Now if any man 
have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none 
of his.” How much of the Spirit of 
Christ have you? Enough to say like 
Isaiah, “Here am I, send me”? Then try 
not to pick your place to be sent to. 

Let’s be an example in spirit and con- 
sider lost and suffering humanity before 
anything else. Then read the reports at 
the camp meetings and see how much 
the spiritual side will have improved. I 
am sure it will not be trailing in the 
dust, so to speak, if we will only be an 
example in SPIRIT. 

Sixth, in faith. Heb. 11:1 tells us 
what faith is. Webster says faith is be- 
lief. When we present ourselves for 
membership we say we have faith in the 
Church of God, believe in its teachings, 
put them in practice, abide by the rules

The Spirit of Antichrist 


“Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not come, ex- 
cept there come a falling away first, and 
that man of sin be revealed, the son of 
perdition; 

Who opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God, or that is 
worshipped; so that he as God sitteth in 
the temple of God, shewing himself 
that he is God. 

Remember ye not, that, when I was 
yet with you, I told you these things? 

And now ye know what withholdeth 
that he might be revealed in his time. 

For the mystery of iniquity doth al- 

ready work: only he who now letteth 
will let, until he be taken out of the 
way. 
And then shall that Wicked be re- 
vealed, whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and shall 
destroy with the brightness of his com- 
ing: 
Even him, whose coming is after the 
working of Satan with all power and 
signs and lying wonders, 

And with all deceivableness of un- 
righteousness in them that perish; be- 
cause they received not the love of the 
truth, that they might be saved. 

And for this cause God shall send 
them strong delusion, that they should 
believe a lie: 

That they all might be damned who 
believed not the truth, but had pleasure 
in unrighteousness,” 2 Thess. 2:3-12. 

This is Paul’s warning to the church 
at Thessalonica concerning the awful 
man of sin. We are sure these verses 
cover quite a lot of prophecy. Any one 
can see that we are in the falling away. 

I am sure the falling away referred to 
here is not the falling away in the dark 
ages altogether. But even in these last 
days we can see how people are becom- 
ing weak and failing to preach the real 
truth like it ought to be preached. Paul 






is. telling them here about how the man 
of sin will exalt himself and oppose 
heartfelt religion. Then he tells them 
that something will have to be taken 
out of the way, and we are sure that 
this refers to the raptured saints. Some 
think this refers to the Holy Ghost but 
in all probability the Holy Ghost will 
be here during the tribulation week 
working with the two prophets and the 
tribulation saints. Of course there will 
be many left to go through the tribula- 
tion who are not ready to go when Je- 
sus comes. But let it be as it may, some- 
thing’ must be taken out of the way 
before this man of sin is fully revealed. 
Of course the mystery of iniquity is al- 
ready working. 

This awful personage is called the 
beast in the Scriptures. He will come 
peaceably at first and will cause craft 
to prosper and deceive many. Dan. 8: 
25. We are sure that the spirit of this 
man of sin is in the world today. When 
we read of the dictators in Europe and 
read of the spirit of slaughter, we can’t 
help but feel that the very spirit of this 
awful personage is filling the air all 
about us. The whole world is disturbed 
and it seems that nothing can satisfy the 
human greed. This is none other than 
the spirit of Antichrist. Religious hat- 
ers rage unchecked over the world. They 
seem to be blind to the spirit of kind- 
ness and love. The spirit of slaughter 
is taking possession of all nations. The 
increased hatred of the Jews is boiling 
like a mighty storm, and surely this 
could be nothing more than the spirit 
of the man of sin. 

David Lloyd George says the malaria 
insect is puncturing the blood of every 
nation causing them to hate the Jews. 
Of course the Jews are very rich, and 
they are birds of prey, and these men of 
hatred in many nations are increasing 
their deadly work. Bloody feuds are 
raging in many places. The proposal to 
colonize the Jews in some of the lands 
owned by England and France is nothing 
more than talk to try to pacify the 
spirit that is raging against them. We 
do not believe these nations intend to 
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do a thing like that, but we are sure 
God intends to take them back to their 
homeland and nothing will _ satisfy 
their heavenly Father except this. The 
Jews themselves realize that it is God’s 
hand cutting them loose from their pos- 
sessions in the different nations and 
calling them back to their homeland. 

“I am come in my Father’s name, and 
ye receive me not: if another shall come 
in his own name, him ye will receive,” 
John 5:43. 

Jesus said this to the Jews as they 
gathered about Him, and He has ref- 
erence here to the man of sin, or the 
beast. The Jews rejected Christ as their 
Messiah and Jesus tells them they will 
receive one who comes in his own name, 
and truly this man of sin will come in 
his own name.

And after the league made with him 
he shall work deceitfully: for he shall 
come up, and shall become strong with 
a small people,” Dan. 11:21-23. 

These verses describe the deception 
that the beast will wield over all the 
nations, especially the Jews. The Jews 
are looking for their promised Messiah. 
They do not realize that He has already 
come. They will go back to their home- 
land under the old law of sacrifice with 
the cry in their hearts for God to send 
their Deliverer. 

Thousands of Jews are returning to 
Palestine but they haven’t received en- 
tire possession of that land yet. The 
bloody feuds that are raging there will 
certainly have to be stopped because all 
the prophets, through the divine power 
of God, have prophesied that these peo- 
ple shall return and be satisfied or set- 
tled in their own land. These prophecies 
certainly will be fulfilled and nothing 
can hinder them. 

“Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Be- 
hold, I will save my people from the 
east country, and from the west coun- 
try; And I will bring them, and they 
shall dwell in the midst of Jerusalem: 
and they shall be my people, and I will 
be their God, in truth and in righteous- 
ness,” Zech. 8:7, 8. 

“The Lord also shall save the tents of 
Judah first, that the glory of the house 
of David and the glory of the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem do not magnify them-

Evidences of Faith 
For the Tempted and Tried 


Many times Christians are called to 
go through seasons of trials and trust- 
ing and are caused to doubt their stand- 
ing or experience of grace. They some- 
times wonder if, after all, they have true 
faith and are really saved. 

There are some definite mileposts or 
experiences along the way that _ shall 
forever settle all of our doubts and en- 
able us to rest peacefully in the Lord: 

1. The fact that our lives are 
changed and we do not love the things 
we once loved, but our hearts go out 
after God and the things that pertain 
to salvation and righteous living should 
encourage us. The sinner or backslider 
does not love God nor His service. He 
is not always thinking of God and how 
he can please Him. 

2. The man who loves prayer and 
feels that God answers his prayers, at 
least occasionally, and he can point to 
times and places that God helped him 
and brought him through hard or try- 
ing things, may feel that he has an evi- 
dence of saving faith in the promises of 
God. 

3. If you possess in your heart a 
hatred for sin and ever find in your 
daily life an effort to overcome it and 
you feel conscious that sin does not 
have dominion over you, you may feel 
encouraged that through God’s grace a 
work of faith has been wrought in you. 

4. If in times of trial and testing your 
spirit is subdued and you receive help 
to be patient and hold on without wav- 
ering, you have reason to be encour- 
aged in the faith. 

§. If, after all the trials and testings 
you have gone through, when you had 
doubts about your faith and accept- 
ance with God, you can yet look back 
and see that you have really made pro- 
gress in your Christian life, this should 
encourage you that God is with you and 
your faith holds. 

If we have committed sin we should 
be willing to acknowledge it, give it up, 
and get forgiveness for it. But Satan is 
a wiley old foe and will cast a shadow 
over God’s children and inject doubts 
into their minds when allowed to do so. 
We need to know his deceptive schemes, 
be able to overcome him and keep the 
victory which is ours in Christ Jesus.

High Points of the Cross 
Purchase of Calvary 


We view the cross with all its suf- 
fering and blood, which does not present 
a very inviting picture. Some of its 
enemies have given it a horrid name. 
Such names as “slaughterhouse religion” 
and “bloody religion” the religion of the 
crucified Savior has been called, but on 
the cross our redemption from sin and 
death and the horrors of hell was pur- 
chased. To the believer the cross stands 
for the following: 

1. Life, eternal life. Beyond the cross 
is darkness and death. For all who ap- 
proach the cross is light and life. 

2. Jesus went to the cross to destroy 
the works of the devil (1 John 3:8). 
The cross means an end to the devil’s 
rebellious and hellish designs. In the 
heart of the believer his works are de- 
stroyed now. In the life of the Christian 
his activities have no place. Finally all 
things will be made new, with sin and 
Satan left out eternally. (Rev. 21:5.) 

3. The cross is the way to felkpwship 
with God and the eternal One. On the 
cross Jesus broke down the wall of par- 
tition so that men may be reconciled to 
God and serve Him and walk with Him 
even in this sinful world. 

4. The cross stands for physical heal- 
ing and blessing to the child of God. 
“Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrews.... and with 
his stripes we are healed.” (Isa. 53:4, 5.) 

§. The cross stands for eternal re- 
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demption and blessedness. The eternal 
city, the home of the redeemed is 
lighted by the Lamb, which was slain. 
The inhabitants of that city are those 
whose names are “in the Lamb’s book 
of life.” (Rev. 21:22-27.) 

The Church that Christ built is not 
a great machine with no power to move; 
but it is a great organism, surging with 
life, and possessing power to go for- 
ward and to carry with all who will 
get on board. 

It is a great thing to be born from 
above, but it is a greater thing to hold 
true and be faithful through years of 
temptation and trials to the end of life. 
“But he that shall endure unto the end, 
the same shall be saved.” (Matt. 24:13.) 

Will the world worship Antichrist? 
Yes, the Scripture will be fulfilled in 
this also. Already they are worshipping 
his forerunners.—Sel. 


Among the Indians 


Far back in the wilds of Peru, South 
America, live many thousands of In- 
dians. Well, how many nobody knows. 
Taking a census would be the last thing 
to think of. Why who cares anyway? 
The government looks upon them as so 
many wild beasts. 

But there is a mission station out 
there among them. A man and his wife 
dare to take up their abode among them, 
that they may tell them of Jesus and 
His wonderful love. 

How blind and with what heathen 
superstitions and ignorance are these 
poor Indians bound! Their witch doc- 
tors, with their cruel rights, even mur- 
der little children sometimes, supposing 
they are possessed with the devil. 

Let us look more particularly at the 
results of the labors of these two mis- 
sionaries who are light bearers to these 
needy people. Two soldiers fully armed 
are in the community on business. They 
spend the night with the missionaries 
and are asked to visit a gospel service. 
Seventy-five men are present at this 
service, thirty-five of this number are 
saved. They all sang and prayed and 
worshipped God in an orderly manner. 
After the service the soldiers asked the 
missionary if they could get a copy of 
the prayers. The missionary said, “Why, 
what do you want with it?” The sol- 
diers reply was, “We want to use them 
in our devotions.” Through the power 
of the gospel of Jesus an Indian may 
live a model Christian life. There are 
many thousands of them, even in our 
own country, as well as Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America, who are with- 
out the glorious light of the gospel. Is 
there nothing we can do to help get it 
to them?

New Mission in Haiti

ople in our new mission at Ft. Jacques. 
You can see at one side a portion of the 
church building which they have built 
themselves, also you will notice the old 
Fort Jacques on top of the hill over- 
looking Port-au-Prince, Haiti. I am giv- 
ing a portion of Brother Kluzit’s letter: 
“The Lord has been pouring out His 
Spirit upon our missions in truly mar- 
velous ways, especially the missions at 
Petion-Ville nd Bizoton. There have 
been such wonderful outpourings of the 
Holy Spirit that even the little children 
from the orphanage at Petion-Ville 
have cried out to the Lord with their 
little hearts breaking under the burden 
and conviction of sin. One little girl, 
nine years old, the daughter of Justin 
Cagnere and the quietest little thing 
imaginable, was touched by the Holy 
Spirit one evening at service at Petion- 
Ville and was wonderfully baptized with 
the Spirit. At Bizoton every member is 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. Just to 
enter into their prayer meetings, which 
often last until one and two o’clock in 
the morning, brings the sinner under 
conviction of sin. One woman said in 
Port-au-Prince last Sunday, ‘And this 
wonderful salvation in Jesus Christ was 
here all the time, and I did not know it. 
Look what I have been missing.’ 
“FORT JACQUES: In our new mis- 
sion at Fort Jacques, high in the moun- 
tains overlooking Port-au-Prince, where 
we now have a membership of about 60 
really saved people and an attendance of 
between 150 and 290 natives, aeeady 


there has been a great change. Before 
these people had long, sad faces, but now 
there is the ‘joy of the Lord’ present. 
Glory to God! Last Thursday morning 
Brother Justin, who has been placed in 
charge of this work, Brother Des- 
hommes, the pastor of the Church in 
Port-au-Prince, and I, went to Fort 
Jacques where a couple were married by 
us. Communion was given to forty 
members and we had a fine exhortation 
service, which about 150 natives at- 
tended. Enclosed is a picture of mem- 
bers of our new church at Fort Jacques 
which I took after one of our services 
there. You can see the big fort in the 
distance and to the right is part of the 
church which these people built them- 
selves.” 

Somehow my heart is _ especially 
touched when I look into the faces of 
these precious people there in this neg- 
lected territory. Their souls are precious 
in the sight of God and He sees, and 
knows, and understands, and will help 
them. 

I am sure many of you would like to 
visit these people and tell them about 
the goodness of the Lord, but you would 
find it equally as difficult as I did, be- 
cause they don’t understand the Eng- 
lish language. We are so thankful that 
we have Brother and Sister Kluzit who 
speak fluently the French language, also 
the native dialect. 

May God bless you there, Brother and 
Sister Kluzit, in promoting the work of 
the Church of God in Haiti.—J. H.

\ City of Temples 

I will endeavor to tell you of my visit 
to Madura, the City of Temples. First, I 
am glad to report that through the faith- 
ful work of Brother Cook and the native 
workers we have the Church of God es- 
tablished in such a city. Right in the 


heart of heathenism vail sduleery this Lit 
tle mission is spreading the gospel light. 
Madura is in the part of India where 
Tamil is spoken; we are in Malayalam 
country. Heretofore, at the annual con- 
vention here, they have had one inter- 
preter for the Tamil audience and one 
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for the Malayalam portion of the con- 
gregation. But to prevent having so 
many interpreters Brother Cook decided 
to have a special Tamil convention, so 
this was the first convention in that part. 
It certainly was well attended, both by 
people and by the presence of our God 
and the good Holy Ghost. 

After leaving Chengannur Tuesday 
night, November 29, we arrived, by train, 
in this large city of 200,000 people— 
quite a city! The worker in charge, Broth- 
er Benjamin, met us at the station. As it 
was extremely hot, and especially so in 
traveling, we went directly to the Indian 
house they had prepared for us, to rest 
and get cooler, if possible! 

The opening service was Wednesday 
night. So the people began to come in all 
day Wednesday to be at the first service. 
As they learned that Brother Cook and I 
were there already, they came in to see 
us all during the day, as they are very 
fond of the missionaries, and also very 
eager to see “the new missionary,” as this 
was my first trip to that country. How 
my heart did ache when I would look 
upon some of them that had come a long 
way, all tired, dirty and hungry, but they 
had the fire of the Lord burning within. 


Hallelujah! I am not exaggerating one bit ° 


—some walked sixty miles; others walked 
less. By the time for service to start a 
large crowd had gathered. Brother Clay, 
another American missionary, was with 
us and spoke the first night. God surely 
did bless. The people seemed so happy to 
be in the service of the Lord. As I sat 
there looking upon the people worship- 
ping and praising God, my heart was 
lifted to God in praise that I had an op- 
portunity to be in service with these peo- 


ple. 

Thursday morning service opened with 
a Bible study by Brother Cook; then a 
tarrying meeting in the afternoon, and 
late afternoon an open air meeting in 
front of a large cotton mill just as the 
14,000 mill hands were coming out from 
their work. Thursday night I preached 
on “The Coming of the Lord.” God 
blessed in a wonderful way. Many were 
touched by His Spirit. One Hindu lady, 
an employee in this cotton mill, stepped 
out for God, received the Holy Ghost. 
She was out in the street after service with 
another lady just speaking in tongues, 
praise God, just like the Bible said they 
would. She said she felt so good she was 
going to get off from her work Friday 
and attend the convention. Sure enough 
she was there, and with sixteen others she 
followed the Lord in water baptism on 
Sunday. It is very hard for a Hindu to 
step out for God because of the persecu- 
tion. My, if you could hear some of the 
converts testify to the persecutions they 
have received, your hearts would certain- 
ly be touched. Some go through the val-

Dear young people, I don’t believe I 
ever had such a crying out and longing 
in my soul for genuine, genuine, genu- 
ine salvation, victory over the powers 
of the devil, for me and my loved ones, 
my friends, all the young people, yea 
and for all the Church of God. This 
cry comes from the very bottom of my 
soul.

Yes, our young peo- 
ple are working but many are too much 
at ease or too careless about the most 
important thing. They are too shallow in 
their experience.

We may be called on to 
stand in some harder places than we are 
at present. There’s one thing sure, the 
devil is not going to give up. We are 
in a warfare and will be until Jesus 
comes and catches away those who are 
really ready to go with Him. It is go- 
ing to take more than a mere profes- 
sion, a shallow shout, and careless life 
to. be able to stand. “For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places,” Eph. 6:12, and we must have on 
the whole armor of God if we overcome. 

You may attend every service (per- 
haps to see or be seen), you may gain 
the favor of some people, even your 
pastor may pat you on the back and 
think you are all right, but beware, be 
sure you are right. God looks on the 
heart and not on the outward appear- 
ance. He knows how you live when you 
are not at church. He knows whether 
you have the right to shout or not 
when you go to church. Don’t let any- 
body fool you. Remember that it is only 
the genuine that will be able to stand. 

You may sing well and be applauded, 
you may be called on to teach a Sun- 
day School class, you may be called on 
to pray or lead testimony services or 
conduct Y. P. E. services, but if your 
experience is shallow you will not make 
it through. You may give in freewill 
offerings and even pay your tithes but 
this alone will not save you. Remem- 
ber that the fruit of “‘the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temperance.” 
Does your life show forth these attri- 
butes? If not, you are lacking in your 
experience. Besides speaking in tongues, 
your life must bear these fruits, if the 
Spirit abides. 

Take this world but give me Jesus. 
I’m in this way for all there is in it. I 


realize that this short life will soon be 
over. What we do here will count in 
eternity, either for our loss or eternal 
happiness. Do you feel that God is smil- 
ing upon your life today? Do you feel 
that you are really prepared to stand be- 
fore the judgment bar of God without 
condemnation? Think seriously, my 
friend. Don’t be deceived. Does your 
life back up your profession? 


God does not have respect of persons, 
though many persons do. Everybody 
must live up to His Word or be lost. It’s 
not what you think about it, dear one. 
It’s what the Word says. Are you living 
close enough to God that you can influ- 
ence your friends and loved ones to ac- 
cept Jesus, or at least prove to them that 
there is a reality in salvation? 

Just because you are young is no 
reason that you should not study the 
Word and pray. If you think only of a 
good time with your friends, and don’t 
have time or desire enough to spend a 
reasonable length of time each day in 
reading the Word and praying, you had 
better look out.

ley of the shadow of death, but praise 
God, He said He would never leave us nor 
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forsake us. Though they are brown in 
color, they have the same love for Jesus 
as we that are white, and they are earn- 
estly striving for a mansion on high. 
Thank God. 

Approaching the city from any direc- 
tion one may see Hindu temples on every 
side. Just near the city is a large stone 
mountain with a Hindu temple at the 
foot, and a Hindu shrine on the top. Also, 
for miles before you reach the city you 
can see the towers to the largest temples 
in South India. It covers two blocks in 
the city and has four high towers, one 
on each side for entrance. This building 
is said to be about four thousand years 
old and is very worn. People gather at 
this temple at an early hour of the morn- 
ing to worship the stone, wood, metal, 
and live-stock gods, such as elephants, 
camels and monkeys. The monkeys have 
a separate shrine. All that worship them 
may do so without being interrupted by 
the other idol worshippers. Thousands of 
bats inhabit the building! Oh, such a 
spooky place! 

The leper, the blind, the lame, the dis- 
eased of all kind, (yes, these people have 
more diseases than any other people I 
know of) come to this temple to get re- 
lief but there is no power in those stone 
faces, and there is no healing. They go 
away with no relief, no hope in life, no 
hope for the eternal life! O God, help 
us to lead them to the Savior and Healer 
of the world. Praise God for His presence 
just now. 

As I have said, the Hindus are being 
convinced that there is no power in serv- 
ing idols, but all power is given unto 
Him, the Author and Finisher of our 
faith. Don’t forget to keep these people 
on your daily prayer list; also pray that 
God will use us to help rescue them from 
these bonds of idolatry.—Yours in His 
service, Hoyle L. Case, Chengannur P. O., 
Travancore, S. India.

It is our eleventh year with- 
out rest in this His so needy field of 
China.

We did sow and reap, and by our 
reports from time to time you can judge 
us and the work. So we say with a joy- 
ful heart, “Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us.” We take therefore this special op- 
portunity to thank you for your fellow- 
ship with us, and to think upon the many 
times we have been made glad by words 
of kindness and offerings. Our gratitude 
is not formal, neither do we, as recipients 
of the kindness of our heavenly Father, 
fail to recognize that diligence and care

After 
looking back, many would say it was a 
sad and dangerous road to travel, but is 
anything too hard for the Lord?
